Gaur WiiM tht of Ren^sl under 

its Hindu Kinxs. Ics known hUtc)r>'u*t(h 
the conqiifM of the Muhs)riiniiidafli> who mudv 
it the chief centre nf their power in Rcncsl for 
nhnut four centuries.

This 
created a stench which only Increased the 
disease. The imperial general. Muneixn Khan, 
who had resolved to maintain Gaur as the

The Kingdom of Caur ha4 long continued 
to be vef7 powerful end pr(«perouA| so much 
80 that it had no rival in wealth and affluence. 
The city of Gaur was exten8i^'e end pupuUnia. 
It teemed wkh noble buildings ( I ) and high 
familica and personages, noted for their learning 
and genioua. A large atandInarmy was also 
maintained there.

The city of Gaur \va$ completely surrounded 
by high mud walls (1). The top of the walls 

1200000 inhahitante and so ernwded that at 
the time of religious festivals and pr(»cessions 
mtmhers of people were trodden doun to death. 
The streets are stated to hes'O hecn hroad. 
straight and lined on both aides with trees to 
protect the populace from the heat of the aim. 

The shove account of D'-Souea may perhaps 
he deemed evaggereted. hut proves beyond 
doubt that ut the remote period of the introduc* 
tion of the Portuguese into India, Gaur was 
a **flourishing and populous city which Its mag* 
niflcent remains even at the present day sulflci' 
ently conflnti/' It also appears from an account 
that shortly after the discovery of India by sea 
in 1447 A. D. intelligence urns collected respec* 
ting the city of Gaur and other places in Bengal.

I. Tht Tantipara Masjid

The I'iror Mlnar Is about a mile to the South 
of the Baradari and outside the Port. It la 
i>opuiarly supposed to have been built by 
Saifuddin Shah (! 431^-1490 A. D. ) 

The tower has no inscription to record the 
date of its erection ; hut .Major Praticklln moat 
fortunately found a frayt'^^n^ of inscription' 
Ktone at Cuamaltl bearing the name of the King 
Piroz Shah (1481 A. D.) who erected a tower and 
hence he concludes that the fragment had 
belonged to thia tovrer. According to Fergussuo 
the tower was huilt by Shamauddin Piroa Shah 
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^I302*l>11^ A. D<). In t1>i* nc/(;Tilviurh(MiJ, tftt* 
tower is known h> tla* rkhicr of “Pir Am 
N aiiJint"' fiad“ChffrgJcmi\'' But it scents tonte 
to be a pillar of vicloo which Dr. Blexrh thInkR 
was crcctcif hy Hussain Shah after the Con* 
quest of AssHiri. such as the Qwtuh ^1(Rar of 
Delhi. Some say it w'as built for the purpose 
callmfi the Aaan for prajers. 

The tower is abcnii 84 feet hi|{b and it has 
a circumference of about W feet- There is a 
apical srair*ca«c 78 feet limit lcwd\0]Z up to the 
upper chamber. Judipngby the old phocoes tt 
can he KAtJ that the top Chamber of the tower 
wasori|Inally provided with a cup<»la at its head. 
Ma}or Prancklln while visiting Gaur in 1810 
A. D. saw a broken dome at its top. Daniell's 
iliustratinn of this tower drawn In 175.^ 
A. D. also show’s that the tuwer hsd a cupohi 
at its top. Mr. Creighton took a very beautiful 
coloured draw’ing of this tow'er in which he 
sketched out the dume which once decorated 
the top Chamber ; bui inspite of all these the 
archaeological department did not consider that 
the tower was ever provided with any dome and 
recommended for a flat roof and the work was 
carried out accordlngl}.

Hrom an InscrlptloR on one of the tombs 
in the Oovrrnnicnc (.‘emt'tery near the Oirl 
School ir is knou'O (hat one Thomas f^ke* 
who was the SurKeon in the services of the 
Honourahlo The Bast India Company, departed 
this life in ISII^A.D. In the cemetery at SIngha- 
taia. vre notice the remaina of Messrs. WilHsm 
Brown and David Rrown who died in the yearn 
1800 and 1819 A. D. respectively. Knnn the 
inscription on two tombs in the compound of the 
present National School we see that one Am* 
bruaio Jose Mafcarenhaf died in 1799 A. D. and 
one Antonio Cuflodin Mafcarcnhaf in 1795 A. D. 
The present National School was originally the 
Dutch convent. 



OLD MALDA. 


The d*;ca>ed oliJ tov-o Af Malda in situated 
on the eastern bank of the Mahananda river 
opposite its junction with the Kalindjr river* 
It i* about 13 miles tn the North of the citadel 
nf Caur and 4 miloa from the Civil Station at 
Hnfillah'BHzar. The hou«eahere arecMefly built 
(rf bricks taken fn^m the surrouding ruins, which 
show the former extent 'if prosperity to which 
the old town once rose as a pfirt of the 
Muhammadan Capital of Pandua. As Che river 
Kalindy M'oa formerly an imporcant branch of 
the Gange'^. the situation of old .Vlalda was a 
very happy one. In )S75A. D. say a Sir Ceo, 
Woo.f, “a rich mtTChant of this town named 
Bhiba Shaikh arnt three ship.loads of vsTuahTe 
cloths to Russia through Persian gulf,” The 
ImtHirtaot moncimenls of the town are the fol* 
lowing*.

This mosque was erected In 1004 A. H. ()59ti 
A- D ) in the reign of Akbar by one Musum

5. The tower of Nima Saraf. 


The minar stands at the ronfluence of the 
river Kalinify and .'V!aHananda. It is said to have 
been built in the year 1598 A. D. by Emperor 
_ Akhar. According w Raven. 

shaw it was built in 947 A. H. 
( 1541 A. D. ) by a merchant 
named Maaum Saudagar whose brother built a 
t^arai near it. The lower portion of the tower 
is still standing. It is studded on the outside 


with stone projections resembling elephant’s 
tusks. TSe tower according to Mr. P. C. 
Panshawe B. C. S. was a hunting tower 
which might probably have also been used as 
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wtftch or ffignai tnwcr. According to Raven* 
shaw thi« is fin alarm tower on which hrea 
were lighted in timea of danger nr invasion 
to give timclji notice to the city of Gaur. IC is 
similar in construction to Akbnr*« HiVan Minar 
at Patehpur Sikri and Dara Shikoh'a MJnar at 
Shaikhpura near Lahore* The circureference of 
this tower is 5S feet 9 inches, the diameter being 
19 feet 9 inches. The upper part of the Minar 
has {alien down ; but the two lower storeyn 
wtiieh are In caet are sttil about S5 feet high. 



PANDUAH. 


Panduah or Parhusih ia a JcaerteJ town, 
situated [1 tndea from AngrezabaiianJ 20 mdea 
fr^)m Gaar in a North*Ba8ternl> dir^ion. It 
once the MuhammaJnn Capital of the 
Provinca. Thi» city was vi‘elt«pfoiecceJ on the 
South by the fortiflcaltons ot OKI NUIdn at the 
junction of the Kalfnd; and the Mahanariihi, 
on the West by the Raikhandiijhi and on the 
North by the lorfrM* of Ekdala. 

The Rrst appc&rance of Panduah in hfstoi*} 
is in the year 1353 A. D., when ShamsudJin 
liyaa Shah* Arse independent king of Bengnl. is 
said to have temporarily transfeired his capital 
to this place from Gsur. The Court name of 
Panduah is Piror.abad. The seat of Oo%'ern* 
ment remained here till 1414 A. D. when it uas 
retransferred to Gaur in the reign of Jadu 
Jalaluddln. 

Doctor Suebanon Hamilton describes 
Panduah as followa:-^ 

"'A road paved with brick from 12 to 15 
feet wide and nor very straight* seems to hav'e 
passed through the entire length of the town 
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whicl) ncarty Nc'cth und SNOuth id 

flj>out ^ nillos in length. Frr»tn tlic h<'9ps of 
bricka on hotb sides, it tt'<iiild appear to ha\‘e 
been a r^ular street, lined with brick houses, 
Almost nil the surviving monument^ are on the 
border of the road. At the northern end nf 
the street arc evident traces nf rampart, and 
a gate*way known as Garthtur. The bridge 
mid'way between Paoduah and the Adina 
Mas] id waa cnn«tructed over a rlvntet (1X" 

On approaching rhe ruins from the South, 
the first two objects which attract the attenthm 
of the viaicora are (hr shrines of Shah Jalal and 
Nur Qiituhui Alam, w'ho were the two most 
distinguished hoi; personages ui'der the early 
Muhammadan kings of Bengal. These shrines 
are called the Bari-Oariah nod the Ckhoii 
liargak reapectively. 

Panduah lair.

A. D.). Haarat Shah daJal used to sit on a 
place inside the building which was once en¬ 
closed with silver railings, which no longer 
exist. They are said to have been stolen. One 
flag staff (B^m) of Mabhdum dahania Jahan 
Gasht and an old drum are still preserved in 
this building,

(a) Tfae Salami Danraaah (or the Entrance 
Gate):"This gate*way stands h> the right* 
hand side of the main road.

Some account of Shah Jih\. 

Hasrat Shah Jalal u'as born at Tabrez in 
Persia and u’as a pupil of Shaikh Ahoo Sayced 

that city. After his teacher's Jeathi he 
became a servant of Shaikh Shihahuddin 
Suharu'ardi. Shah dalal first came to Delhi and 
thence ti> Rcngn]. He acquired considerable 
property and bequeathed all to Fa^iVx and the 
poor. The property Is to this day under the 
control of the Shrine and la known as tSais- 
hfiiari. The Fftltha ceremony of this saint is 
celebrated tn the month of Rajab each year and 
Faqira of all sorts aaaemble at the Shrine from 
the he^nnioi! to the 22nd of the month. The 
present income of the UMikf state Is about 
Rs. IS.OOO a year hut the Mutwatli takes very 
little care for the preservation of the monuments 
some of which are falling Into decay. The 
public and the Fa^ira are much disaatlsAed with 
the mismanagement of the present MutwalH. 
It Is said that Hasrat Shah JalaJ died in 7$S

2. The Chhoti Dergah,

A fetv chains North*We«t of rhe Salami 
Darwazah of the Raridargah and on the left* 
liand aide <if the main road, there Ilea the Shrine 
of the great saint Nur Qutub Alatn. In the 
cemetery in front of the Dargah are the tombs 
of Kazrat Nur Qutuh Aiam, Hazrat Alau) Huq 
and many other holy men. 

The following are the intcrontln}? nlscea in 
this Dargah. 

{a) Chttlikban4>--This is very close to (he 
tgmb of Haarat NurOutub Afam. The huilJing is 
very old, but the roof appears to have been buitc 
of late years. In this huHdlni the saint used to 
say his solemn prayers. There are three ins* 
criptions over the door*ways In front of this 
building, but all belonged to some other build* 
logs. The right hand one is from a mosque 



huift durin}(thc rel^n nf XattrudJin Muhammad 
S^hflh. The miJttle one vvas of Suflkhann «>f the 
saint and it la dated 898 A. H. (1593 A. D<). 
None of these inscriptions is ven' legible. 

(bl Inscription of the Cook Room t^There is 
an inscription over the door^way of the cook 
room attached to the Chiltakhana. This records 
(he death of a saint in the year 863 A. H. 
(U59 A. D.). The inscription stnne formerh 
belonged to the tomb of the saint hut is now 
placed oN’er the d(H>r of the kitchen inhere it 
serves as a lintel. 

(c) Bah(St*ka*Darvazah:--This is an one- 
domed huilding South'Bast nf the tomh of H- 
Ngr Qutuh. It is said that Shah Zahld, grand* 
son of the saint, was horn in this building and 
so it is considered sacred by the people. The 
Common belief la that—persons haunted by evil 
Spirits are freed from them on approaching the 
gate*wBy of this sacred place and crowds of 
superstitious people are seen surrounding the 
place to witness the interesting ceremonies by 
which evil spirits are ecorcised. Iris said that 
the inscription stone over the door-way of this 
building contains lsm*i*A'tam (the exalted name 
of God which was known only to prophet). 
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(.M Inscription on the Iihh^Uar At thchea^ 
of the tomb of Nur Qutob Alsun: It vrittrn 
in Persian and statea that the stoite pillara ncre 
presented by one Pirsad Khan in JOOO A. H. 
(1592 A, D,) 

(«) Tomb of Prince EnAyetuIIahs—On the 
west bank of the Mitha Talao, there exists a 
beautiful tomb of a child named (£nayetultah. 
Sun of a noble of Sabawnr In Khorasan. The 
tomb is entirely made of Sonj*f*muAa (Black 
basalt stone). It is 6 feet lon^ and 2 feet high. 
AyftiuhkHrsi Uhrone verse of the Quran) has 
nicely been engraved on this tomh. It records 
the death of the child in thu year 1017 A. H. 
(1$08 A. O). 

(/) Qast Nor MasHit—The mos<)ue of 
three domes He* very close to the tomb of Alaul 
Haq. It is said that one Qasi Nur built this 
mosque and endov’ed it with a property yielding 
an income of Rs. 500'* a year at Qatihatta for the 
maintenance of this Masjid: but nothing is done 
by way of its maintenance. The Masjid is at 
present In a dilapidated condition and ie over* 
grown with jungle. 

(g) The Copper drums t'—Two large copper 
drums are still lying near the gate*way of the 
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Muftaflrkhanii. It is said, tli«y were presented by 
Nawab Kasim Khan. ^cizwie^f Bengal). 

whose name is engraved on «me of them. They 
were beaten to give timely notice to the Paqirs. 
of the hours of meals. 

(A) Mutafirkbisa (or the K^eat house):— 
The arch of the entrance of thin house is gone 
and the vaulted r'jof Is now replaced with flat 
roof resting on w-ooden beams and hargaha. The 
stone silt of this gate which Is an entire piece of 
black basalt stone, hears signs of the Zodinc 
carved on It. 


3. The Qutub Shahi Masjid. 

A little to the North*East of the Shrine of 
Qutub Sahib, there exists a roof*less mosque 
commonly ealled the "Sona Masjid". Prom 
an inscKptinn over the middle door*way. It 
appears that the mosque was buKt by one 
Makhdum Shaikh in 9d0 A. H. <1582 A. D.) 
and named *'the Qutub Shahi Masjld'’ as a 
mark of respect to the saint Nur Qutubul Alam. 
The mosque is built of bricks and stones, 
mostly taken from other buildings. There are still 
standing four stone pillara in the middle for

4. The Eklakhi Mausoleum. 

This Is a bfick building which has a hifty d<imc 
of 4$ >6 diameter. It Is sn.called because it 
is supposed to have cost one lakh of rupees. 
Though the materials are chiefly brick, it is the 
must handsome building in this place. The 
outer faces of the walls are ornamented with

Three tombs Inside the buildiagr—Accord* 
iog to Kiav.ua Salatioi the tomb on the lefc*hand 
is of King Jadu daUIuddin, tH»n of Raja Kans. 
OF the other txvo tombs, Munshi lUhi BaUhah, 
authc»r of Khur8hid*(*Jahaniijna, is of opinion 
that the middle one is the tomh of the wife of 
Jadu daialuddin and the ri^ht-hand one is of 
hin son Ahmad Shah. 

There is no inscription in this building but 
fmmtlie architecture it appears to have been 
built between the years SI 6*831 A. H. (1414 
A. D. to I42S A. D.) 

5* The Adina Masfid. 

This is hy far the most celebrated building 
In thia part of India. Though partly in ruins, it 
la yet the most remarkable example which exists 
of Pathan Architecture. It is a quadrangular 
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huiUlnf; consisting of clolstcfs, which KurmunJ 
A cetnr«l area nf the aamc form- ft cxlcmlx 
507 feet from North to South an J 255 feet fmn) 
East to West. According to Mr. Feraj«son. the 
ground plan and the dimenaions are exactly 
similar to those of the great mosque at Daniaa- 
cus. The outer front of this Masjid <uvat side) 
though rendered irregular hy the piM;rclum of 
SikanJar's Chamber fa the host preserved 
portion of the building and highly ornamented. 
The stone work which rs II feet high is quite 
plain. The hnck work surmoanring it. which 
raises the entire height to 25 feet 5 Inches is 
subdivided into minute portions and is mot^T 
elaborately car\‘ed. The doors and u’lndoa's on 
this side, w^ich are of stone, arc the pans 
which have been executed in the best style, Titr 
carvings of the Hindu figures upon the maccrlaU 
ha\*e been carefully obliterated by the Muham¬ 
madan invaders, hut yet traces of these can he 
detected on a close inspection. 

Remarks of Maior William Franeklcn 
Da the Adnii Masftd. 

*‘Thi9 noble building was executed anth 
great ability and tastefully ornamented with 
carved w'ork and flowers In the sculpture. Com* 
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nion dtfscfipti«)ii niuflt fftll Khort !n the uticnipt 
justly* to <i«linentt’ the foMturc f>f this inaKniAcent 
pile. It r^ujrcs the pencil of the nohlcst artist. 
On the whole it must he confessed that in point 
of grjinJeur anJ appitrent durahilily it presents 
to the admirinyj spectator a view superior to 
most of the huitdinifs to he seen in Asia'. It is 
CinoposeJ of various materials such as stone, 
brick, hi>rnh.en'le which affurded their aid in 
the coR'<rruction. These materials must have 
been procured at a boundless expense and from 
a groat distanre. The execution of the inscrip* 
alone in nvHlem times if engraved in the 
Tughra character would c<Tst more than any 
hut a princely rcs’enue could supply. To con- 
ciude, it a?«frda one of the finest sprclinens not 
only of the t'lste and muniflcence of the sover* 
eign who erected it. but also Axes the period of 
perfection aci^uired In the science of Architec¬ 
ture at that rime as exhibited hy the earlier 
Muhammedan conquerors u^o reigned in Bengal 
prior ro the elevation of the Tienurian dynasty 
to the throne of Hindustan.” 

Cunningham** Report. 

**Tbe most remarkable feature about this great 
building is the total absence of any entrance gate* 
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wny. There Are t\vu small Joon in thi* hack ^^ail 
hut these arc mere piieate cntranr<.<a <>f thr King 
anJ the Maulvis. There la also an archeJ <tpcnlnR 
in the miJdle of the east side which was nodouht 
intended for public usci but this is a simple 
door\v«y or passage through the walls unmarked 
by any projecting wings or rising battlements. 
The real pcibllc entrance, I believe, to ha\*e been 
at the s«uith*eAst corner of the cloisters where 
tbe three archways at the eastern end uf the 
south cloister are left open so that the people 
wouid enter at once into (he south and the east 
cloister from the ouiaide. As this arrangement 
utterly spoils the symmetry of the building, it 
was most probably an after^thought when the 
single small door in the middle of the east side 
was found utterly insuf^cient.” 

Tfac QtbUh CD tbe Transept vafl. 

Tbe back wall of the central vault has the 
usual Qiblah or Prayer-niche, in the middle, 
with a pulpit on the North side. The whole 
of the back wall is very Kchly decorated but the 
carving is shallow and affords a strange contrast 
to the deep cutting of some Hindu door jambs, 
whkh are placed borisontally in a single line

The Pulprt. 

On the rl^ht hand of the Qihlah is a Mimbar 
(aulpit) in which the Imam or the Shaikhui 
Ulam (chief of relijhoni preached to the peopi**. 
U Is built with black basalt>stone curiously 
nrrou^iihf antb canvd w-ork. The ascent to this 
pulpit is by a flif;ht '>f steps nf Saog>i*.M(isa 
(hornblende); the pulpit itself and the pavilion 
In vhich the liiiatit stood when he melted the 
prayers Is of same \aluahle stone curb nisi y 
adorned with rantnl work both inside and nut« 
sUe. CnJemcath the 5fM/r6ar is a small scjuarc 
chnmber. tastefully omamented with carving*. 
Among other decorations Its western compart¬ 
ment contains a most extraordinary piece of 
sculpture, reaemhling a funereal urn of antique 
faaion. the only thing nf its kind ever seen In 
any part of Asia. 

The Great Central Hafl. 

The central large room which forma the 
nave of the mosque la $4 feet long and 33 feet

wiJc< On CAch Aidu, it has five a^’heU o;>coinKA. 
The roof wa» a Ior^ vault, a simple cnntinuatiun 
of tlie main front arch which spanned the whole 
breadth of (he rof»m, Both linos of the vaulted 
roof are indistlnccly marked against the top of 
the hack wall. 

The Badshab-ka-Takht. 

In the Noithei’ii half of the MaAjid and 
close to the puipit. is the tiadshah-kii-Tnkhi or 
the Royal seat For (he Kin(j and his family. Ic 
occupies six bays in the three back aiNlesor 
alc^ether 18 bays. To form this apartment, 
the fluted stone columns were eachan/ted for 
masive octagonal stone piers to carry the heavy 
u’el^ht of the stone floor of the Takht. This is 
the only portion of the Masjld with the few 
adjacent hays in the South and Bast, that still 
retatnsiCs roof. There are three prayer niches 
in the west wall of the Takht which are orna* 
menced with beautiful Tu|hra writinifs all round 
and fine carvings all over the surface. The Arabic 
writings are mostly the passages from (juran. 

Cbaffibee of SUuAdat Sbab. 

Attached to the Badshah-ka-Takht, there 
is a roofless room, 42 feet square known as the 



SIkandwr's chanjhcr. U was ct*vcrcd with 
<Jomc«. U is said that the Rryjal family URed tc* 
sit here junt before and after the Juma r^rayerv. 
There is a tradition amonKthe tocal fteople that 
Sikandar was buried in this chamber and his 
tomb was seen by many, but unfoilunately when 
the ruof fell and the debris were cleared, the 
remains of the King along with the rubbish 
were thmwn in the adjoining tank by the 
coolies. 

Inscription storie of Sikandar Shab. 

The inscription recr^rding the erection of the 
Masjid i« placed on the outside of the back wall, 
facing towards the main road. The inscription 
forming a single'line of Tughra character runs 
thus: 

’‘The Friday mnsgue was ordered be 
built in the reign nf the King, the wisest* the

(1) Gyasuddin Aaam Shah, son of Sikandar 
Shah marched with a large army from Sonar- 
gaoa against his father and pitched hla Camp 
at Bargachhi. On the following dsy hoih 
parties were engaged in a battle on the Aeld 
of Chatar near Coalpara where Sikandar was 
ses'ertly wounded and died.

Fort. 

About half-tvay between Adina and Sacais 
Ohara, are the remains of an earthen rampart 
which I it appears from the position of ^e 
moat on the vest side, was probably a forti* 
fleation of Slkandar Shah to protect the palace. 
There are remains of sratls and two brohen 
lowers at the entrance of this Fort.

A few silN*er crnnft. hearing the names and 
titles of the independent so^'4.*^cigAa of Bengal, 
have been occasionally found a(Tii>n| the ruins 
of Gaur. some of which have been deposited In 
the library at the East India House.
